President  Peters  called  for  a  moment  of  silence  in  remembrance  of  members 
who  have  passed  away  during  the  past  year. 

The  president  called  for  review  of  the  February  7,  1989,  meeting  minutes, 
which  were  in  the  hands  of  those  present.  The  minutes  were  accepted  upon 
motion  by  Bob  Douglas  and  second  by  Ward  Kain. 

The  treasurer  did  not  present  a  complete  report  of  balance  on  hand  but 
stated  that  the  Association  has  presently  in  the  convention  account 
52,320.00,  in  INA  savings  account  51,873.00  and  in  checking  5800.00.
